“New Lutheran Church a Good Example of New Architecture” 


One of the most modern examples of church architecture in Clatsop county is the Zion Lutheran church at 12" 
and Exchange streets. 

Though unbricked on the exterior, the building is virtually complete on the inside except for the main auditorium 
and foyer and several store rooms. Refinishing parts of the interior and construction of the auditorium will take until 
about June of next year to complete, church officials say. 

The Rev. F. K. Kaskinen, pastor of the church, said plans for the new church were begun in 1946. The church was 
located in a ramshackle wooden building on 18" street then. 

Continued efforts at raising funds for the building led to the present structure. 

46 by 95 Feet 

Plans for the church were drawn by Ebba Wicks Brown about 1946, incorporating the latest methods in 
acoustics and style of architecture. 

The main part of the building measures 46 by 95 feet. One L-wing measures 24 by 30 feet and the other L-wing 
34 by 60 feet. The building is two storied. 

Pride of the new church will be the main auditorium built with an eye towards “hearability.” A PA system is not 
needed since a person may hear from any part of the auditorium. 

In the rear of the auditorium is a balcony where the choir and a church organ will be accommodated. 

PA System 

A special public address system will be set up so that all the rooms in the church are connected to the main 
auditorium. 

Chief feature of the room will be its simplicity. Several memorial windows have been purchased and the 
remaining one will probably be dedicated by next June, according to the Rev. Mr. Kaskinen. 

Another highlight of the structure is the social room located on the ground floor on Exchange street. The room is 
large and is equipped with lounging chairs, floral draperies on the windows, and an extra kitchen for making coffee for 
various church parties. 

The kitchen connected to the social room is just one of the kitchens in the building. 

Big Banquet Hall 

For winter evenings a fireplace “touch” has been added to the social room. Bricking extends to the ceiling. 

The main banquet hall on the basement floor is one of the outstanding features of the church. 

Well-lighted, the room can handle 300 or 400 persons without crowding. It, too, is acoustically sound so that no 
microphone is needed. At one end of the hall is a projection screen which is pulled up into the ceiling. 

An ultra-modern kitchen adjoins the dining hall. Sliding doors opening onto the dining room make facility to the 
kitchen easy. 

The kitchen has stainless steel sinks, plenty of cabinet space for pots, pans, utensils, and double-sided cupboards 
so that plates, cups, and saucers can be reached from two sides. 

Has Nursery 

A large kindergarten room, something the old Zion Lutheran church didn’t have, is located on the basement 
floor. It is painted in soft pastel blue. 

While the main auditorium is still not usable, the church uses an emergency chapel downstairs. When the 
auditorium is complete, the emergency chapel will be converted into Sunday school classrooms. 

Outside grounds have been seeded in grass and shrubbery will be planted this winter. 

. It is the goal of the church builders to complete the interior in time for the national convention of Suomi synod 
some time in June of 1953.

1926—Church building remodeled. New Cross on steeple. Total cost: 
$545.25. 


1943—August 1st—Name of congregation changed officially to ‘Zion 
Lutheran Church of Astoria, Oregon”’. 


1944—April 28th—Lots at corner of 12th and Exchange Streets pur- 
chased. 


1946—January 23rd—dZion Fellowship organized. 
1947—Construction on new (third) church building began. 
1950—July 30th—Cornerstone laid for new building. 
1950—Christmas—Last services held in old church. 


1951—New Year’s Day—First services in new building, held in an unfin- 
ished room. 


1951—May 16th—Old church and parsonage sold. 

1951—June 29th—Formal opening banquet held in Banquet Hall.

ASTOR COLUMN 


ZIONS NEW CHURCH BUILDING 





Already back in the 1930s there had been some talk 
about the building of a new church for the congrega- 
tion but it did not get much beyond the “talking stage”, 
except for a little gathering of funds into the Young 
People’s treasury, expressly marked “Building Fund”, 
It was in the year 1944 when the first actual step was 
taken toward the materialization of this dream, when 
the Church Board bought ‘the new lots in a tax-sale 
from the city. After that it took two years before any- 
thing actually was done. The Annual meeting of the 
congregation in 1946 elected a building committee as 
well as a Building Fund Raising committee. Early that 
year the congregation approved of new church plans 
drawn by Miss Ebba Wicks, local architect, who had 
the plans first reviewed by the famous Finnish archi- 
tect, Prof. Eliel Saarinen, at Cranbrook Institute in De- 
troit, Mich. Miss Wicks and her father Jchn E. Wicks, 
as engineer, then became the architects to supervise 
our building design and construction. Ground was first 
broken on March 25th, 1946, when the clearing of the 
lots began, 


Excavation and pile-driving was done in the spring 
of 1947, foundations and walls were poured during the 
summer and fall of the same year, and the roof over 
the whole building in the following winter. Inside con- 
struction then followed, being mostly done by free labor 
of ‘the men of the church. Enough had been done, in- 
cluding the heating plant installation, so that on New 
Year’s day of 1951 we held our first services in the un- 
finished room now called the Social Hall. Services were 
held there until early summer, when the room down- 
stairs, now used as Convention Headquarters butt which 
will be partitioned off into Sunday Class rooms this 
fall, was finished and this room became our “church” 
until now. All other rooms of the building were then 
one by one completed and put into use, so that only 
the main foyer and the sanctuary itself were incom- 
plete. Since last fall the work of completing the inside 
of these has ‘been accomplished. There yet remains the 
building of the 60 foot tower and the brick siding of 
the outside of the whole building. We hope that it will 
not be too long a time before all this final work can 
be done. 


During these years there have been many obsta- 
cles to overcome, particularly ‘the price inflation which 
made it mandatory many times to revise estimates on 
costs and which made us—so often—worry about the 
finances, also some misunderstandings, particularly 
during the early years of construction, which however 
now have all erased. The members of the building com- 
mittee, and particularly the chairman, Viljo E. Malen, 
who has been general supervisor throughout the whole 
construction program, have had many headaches, but 
with the gracious help of the Lord, there is much joy 
in the hearts of these men, as the fruits of those many 
years of labor are now to be enjoyed. 


Contractors, etc. who have done much of the con-

The art-glass windows, pews, pulpit, lecturn, bap- 
tismal bowl, communion rail, chancel light-lanterns, 
the white marble cross, all the beautiful brass altar- 
ware in the sanctuary are individual and family gifts 
as memorials. Most of the light fixtures in other parts 
of the building, the venetian blinds in the office and 
council room, and many other items are also gifts of 
members and friends. The main kitchen has been a 
special project of Zion Fellowship and the Social Hall 
and small kitchen of the Aurora Club, Our people have 
—for the greatest part—all been giving of their time 
and money so generously to this building project, that 
we cannot find room in this article to express our rec- 
ognition of all as we would like to do. 


The approximate cost of the lots, the building and 
the furnishings in actual cash is in the neighborhood of 
$110,000 and we conservatively estimate the cash value 
of donated labor and materials at $30,000. The actual 
value of the property has been appraised by neutral 
authorities at $200,000. 


On the Building Committee the following members 
have served: Viljo E. Malen, chairman, Arvid Simon- 
son, secretary, John K. Jackson, Ben Riekkola, Eph.

ASTORIA, THE METROPOLIS OF THE LOWER COLUMBIA 





Aerial View of Astoria 


Astoria, named for John Jacob Astor, is the county 
seat for Clatsop County and the first permanent settle- 
ment located on the Columbia River ten miles from the 
Pacific Ocean. Astoria is the terminus for U. S. High- 
ways 26, 30, and 101. Because of its commercial indus- 
tries and its location at the mouth of the river, this 
city has grown from a trading post to an important 
port. The population of Astoria has increased from 
10,389 in 1940 to an estimated 15,000 in 1953. 


The principal industries of Astoria and Clatsop 
County consists of logging, and lumber production, fish- 
ing, dairy products, agriculture, marine construction 
and maritime commerce. The diversification ‘of indus- 
tries as shown here, provides for a year round stable 
economy. In addition to the common industries, Clat- 
sop County, with its beautiful beaches, is enjoying an 
ever increasing tourist trade. There are many items of 
historical interest in the area. It was here that John 
Jacob Astor first located. It was here that Lewis and 
Clark ‘terminated their famous expedition. It was here 
that the British took over the original American set- 
tlement and later released it again to this country.

finest. 

The U. S. Maritime Commission has also installed 
a large base and many merchant ships of the Maritime 
Reserve Fleet are based here. 


The annual Salmon Derby is the outstanding sport 
event of the year. It always starts on August 30 and 
continues through Labor Day. Thousands of anglers at- 
tend this sport fishing premier. 


The annual Astoria Regatta is another event of 
outstanding in ‘the Pacific Northwest. This year the 
Regatta will be held on July 24-26, and promises to be 
more exciting than ever before.

The original Astoria Zion 
Lutheran church is reported to 
be the first church building in 
America built entirely by and 
for the Finnish people. The 
first building no longer stands, 
however the second one built 
in 1893 is still standing in old 
Scow Bay (now 18th street). 
The first pastor was the Rev. 
J. J. Hoikka, The present mod- 
ern church was begun in 1947 
and dedicated in 1953, with 
final brick facing and bell 
tower completed in 1959. 

Speaker at the 80th year 
anniversary worship service 
was the Rev, Toivo K. I. Har- 
junpaa, who came from Cali- 
fornia for the ceremonies, He 
is a professor of historical the- 
ology at Pacific Lutheran The- 
ological Seminary in Berkeley. 

Ministers who have served 
with the church since 1912 are 
still living. They are the Rev. 
David Elm, Rev. F. V. Kava, 
Rev. Arvo Korhonen, Rev. Ev- 
ert Torkko, Rev, Melvin Hegel- 
berg and the Rev. F. W. Kas- 
kinen, Rev. Wayne V. Kuus- 
isto is the present pastor, and 
he has served since 1955.

HISTORY OF 
Zion Lutheran Church, Ast-~‘a 


REV. W. V. KUUSISTO 


Zion Lutheran Church located on the corner of 
Twelfth and Exchange streets entered into its 83rd 
year last August 22. It was founded as The Finnish 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Astoria, Ore., on 
August 22, 1883. The current name was assumed 
on August 1, 1943. 


Thse Rev. Jacob Johansson Hoikka was the 
founding minister of the congregation. He was 
ordained by the Augustana Synod on June 17, 1883. 
He arrived in Astoria on Auguset 13th of the same 
year and the congregation was formed 10 days 
later, In scanning the old records it is to be noted 
that the majority of the founding fathers, like their 
minister, were young men in their late twenties or 
early thirties. The first deacons to serve the con- 
gregation were Joe Ostrom, Jacob Rinell, and Erik 
Maunula; Mr. A. Saukkonen was elected a trustee. 
There are no charter members alive as of now. 
The oldest living members are Mr. Richard Riippa, 
95, and Mr. Alfred Puusti, 92. However, Mr. Edwin 
Jackson has the longest tenure as a member having 
been born in Astoria on February 15, 1891 and was 
received into the congregation through baptism on 
March 2, 1891. 

The congregation became a member-church of 
the Augustana Synod in June, 1894, with the con- 
dition that if the Finnish congrgegations in the 
United States formed their own synod it would 
apply for membership to that synod. The congre- 
gation subsequently became a member-church of 
the Suomi Synod on November 12, 1895. 

The first church edifice was built in the Scow 
Bay area, 18th and Grand, in 1884 under super- 
vision of Mr. J. Tuomala who received $3.50 per 
day. Sometime between December 8th and Decem- 
ber 13th, 1891 the records state it was ‘destroyed 
by a heavy storm.”’ A new church was built in the 
same location and dedicated on October 14, 1893. 
The third and present church building was erected 
on the corner of 12th and Exchange and dedicated 
on June 14, 1953. The Memorial Bell Tower and 
brick facing were added six years later and dedi- 
cated on June 7, 1959.

"Zion Was aye * ral congregation from 1863 
to 1932 with sx cond ted only in the Finnish 
language. English scrvices were initiated during 
the ministry of Pastor Evert Torkko in May of 
1932, and since that time the congregation became 
biling ial in nature. To this date Finnish worship is 
held weekly at 9 o’clock Sunday morning. About 
15 per cent of the congregation is served in the 
Finnish language at present. 

Since the ministry of Pastor Hoikka, the con- 
gregation has been served by 17 ministers in the 
following order: W. Williamson, J. W. Eloheimo, 
Adolf Riippa, Henrik Tanner, A. A. Virtanen, A. E. 
Bachman, K. G. Rissanen, Hannes Leiviska, S. H. 
Ronka, E. Hakala, David J, Elm, F. V. Kava, 
Arvo J. Korhonen, Evert E. Torkko, F. W. Kaski- 
nen, M. E, Hagelberg and W. V. Kuusisto, Pastor 
Kuusisto has served Zion since September 1, 1955. 

Zion became a member-church of the 3%4 mil- 
lion Lutheran Church in America as of January 1, 
1963, with the merger of four Lutheran Church 
bodies. It is a member of the Pacific Northwest 
Synod and Mt. Hood District. It also has member- 
ship in a Special Interests Conference of the LCA 
which is known as the Suomi Conference. 

Statistics indicate that Zion has 451 baptized 
members on the active roll of which 338 are adults 
and 113 are children. Sunday Church Schoo] has an 
enrollment of 176. The Lutheran Church Women of 
Zion has 102 members and is organized under the 
Aurora, Phoebe, Priscilla, Rachel and Sirkka Units. 
Lutheran Church Men, Luther League, Ladies Aid 
and Zion Church Choir form the remaining organi- 
zation structure of the church. The Church Council 
has 12 members. The officers are: Pastor W. V. 
Kuusisto, Chairman (ex-officio); Mr. Neil Erickson, 
Vice-Chairman; Mrs, Ole Luoma, Secretary; Mr.

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Zion Lutheran Church was founded as the Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church in Astoria, Oregon 
on August 22, 1883. The current name was adopted on August 1, 1942. 


Newly ordained Pastor Jacob Johansson Hoikka, graduate of Augustana Seminary in Rock Island, 
Illinois, was the presiding minister. The majority of the founders were young like their minister. 
A. Saukkonen was elected trustee. Erik Maunula, Joe Ostrom and Jacob Rinel] were the first dea- 
cons. Jacob Rinell was eighféen and to date five generations of this founder have been members 
of the church he helped to establish. 


These stalwart founders, so far from their homeland had brought with them the faith of their fathers 
and the prayers of their mothers. Many a mother had tucked a Bible in the luggage of their loved 
ones as they left for the strange new land, and many a father had given this farewell: Do not for- 
get your most precious heritage, — the faith of your fathers. 


The congregation became a member-church of the Augustana Synod in June 1894, with the condition 
that if the Finnish congregations in the United States formed their own synod it would apply for 
membership in that synod. On November 12, 1895 the congregation became a member of the Suomi 
Synod. 


The first church building erected in the Scow Bay area of Astoria on 18th Street in 1884, was des- 
troyed by a severe storm the early part of December in 1891. A new church was built in the same 
location and dedicated on October 14, 1893. The third and present church building was erected on 
the corner of 12th and Exchange Streets and dedicated on June 14, 1953. The Memorial Bell Tower 
and brick facing were added six years later and dedicated on June 5, 1959. The bell that calls 
people to worship is from the steeple of the 18th Street church where it was placed in 1898. On it 
is the inscription in Finnish: May your voice ring in thanksgiving to the Lord God. 


For forty-nine years only Finnish was used in the church services, although the Sunday School, 
youth groups and a women’s group used English. In 1932 Pastor E. E. Torkko initiated the regular 
English worship service in addition to the Finnish. The two services are still held every Sunday. 
This fills a need for the older members of the church who understand God’s word better in their 
mother tongue, and for the new arrivals from Finland who would otherwise have no meaningful 
worship service. 


A modern parsonage was built a short distance from the church. It was dedicated in 1956 by 
Dr. Raymond Wargelin, President of the Suomi Conference of L.C.A. and a grandson of the first 
pastor of Zion, J. J. Hoikka. 


Parking lots and two adjoining properties, one the former Y.W.C.A. building have also been pur- 
chased. The Y.W.C.A. will be used as a Church School Unit. 


The following ministers have served Zion church: J. J. Hoikka, W. Williamson, J. W. Eloheimo, 
Adolph Riippa, Henrik Tanner, A. A. Virtanen, A. R. Backman, K. G. Rissanen, Hannes Leiviska, 
8. H. Ronka, E. Hakala, David J. Elm, F. V. Kava, Arvo J. Korhonen, Evert E. Torkko, F. W. 
Kaskinen, M. E.Hagelberg, W. V. Kuusisto, and the present pastor Toivo Hakkinen. 


Zion became a member of the newly formed Lutheran Church in America on January 1, 1963, with 
the merger of four Lutheran Church bodies. It is a member of a special interest group of the LCA, 
Suomi Conference. 


All through the history of Zion, the women have helped the church materially and spiritually. They 
cooked and sewed and cleaned, they have visited the sick, cheered the discouraged, taught the 
children and youth, and prayed for the success of God’s work. 


From the Ladies Aid Society, formally organized in 1892, but functioning from the beginning of the 
church, the groups have grown to five. The Ladies Aid and Mary Circle use Finnish at their meet- 
ings; the others, Aurora, Phoebe, and Rachel units use English. 


Three Choirs, Zion Church Choir, Finnish Choir and the Junior Choir fill the need at the services. 
The Men’s Brotherhood meets once a month. The Luther League and the Sunday School are busy 
training the younger members in Christian worship. 


Thus from generation to generation Zion Lutheran Church is trying to fulfill the hope of the Stal- 
wart pioneers who founded it, — that the Faith of their fathers will live from generation to 
generation.

Synod was established with 
headquarters in Hancock, Mi- 
chigan. 

Organization of this central 
church body was slow and 
hard. Much study went into 
forming a new parent body. 
The local church joined the 
Finnish Synod in 1894. One of 
the most significant consequ- 
ences of this affiliation was the 
synod's establishing the Finn- 
ish newspaper, The Lannen: 
Suometar here. The Finnish 
Synod is now in the Lutheran 
Church of America. The Lan- 
nen Suometar was later chan- 
ged into English as the Cok 
umbia Press, the weekly paper 
for Astoria. 

Just as the present merger 
is being consented to with 
mixed emotions by some of the 
congregation, the old churches 
went through the inevitable 
ordeals of changing over from 
Finnish into English, a much 
more trying experience than 
generally realized. The drop- 
ping of the word Finnish from 
its name was part of that hard 
evolution. It also reflected in 
broadening Lutheran views, 
although the church remains 
Lutheran.

The congregations-from Zion and 
Trinity Lutheran Ahurches officially 
merged Sunday forming a new 
congregation called Peace Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. 

The church will meet in the building 
owned by the former Zion Lutheran 
congregation at Twelfth and Exchange. 

The Revs. W.A. Williams of Zion and 
C.G. Berggren of Trinity will remain as 
interim pastors. New pastoral 
leadership will be sought by July, 1975. 

The merger became official when a 
motion was made during the morning 
worship service Sunday and it passed 
unanimously. 

The service had special significance 
because it was All Saints Sunday. The 
church was filled to capacity. 

Rev. A.G Fjeliman, president of che 
Pacific “Northwest Synod .of the 
Lutheran Church of America of which 
both churches are affiliated, delivered 
the sermon Sunday. 

He said the merger would mean ‘‘new 
life and a new beginning”’ for the two 
combined congregations. 

Fjellman also said church members 
should cling to the ‘‘grateful 
memories” of the service Sunday. 

One of the memories he singled out 
was the prayer of the day which said, 
“Almighty God, whose people are knit 
together in one holy church.” 

There was also a handmade banner 
that proclaimed, “We are one in the 
spirit,’ which was the title of the 
recessional hymn that concluded the 
service.

On November 3, 1974, Trinity and Zion congregations consolidated 

to form Peace Lutheran Church. 

The Rev. Clifford Berggren, interim pastor at Trinity, and the Rev. 
William A Williams, pastor at Zion, served the congregation until 
July 1. see when the Rev. Forrest J Clark was called. He was 
installed on August 3, 1975 and served until his resignation on 

June 30, 1985, effective as of October 1, 1985. 

Upon the consolidation, Zion's property was retained and Trinity 
properties were sold to Clatsop Community Colleae who use the 
building as a Performing Arts Center. 

The ground breaking for Zion's building was in 1947. The church 

is of brick construction and has a detached bell tower. 

In 1977 renovation and remodeling was done in the interior. A 
sacristy was built, rest rooms installed on the main floor and 
considerable remodelling on the lower level to accomodate the Sunday 
School more effectively. The church is readily accessible to the 
handicapped. The church has no indebtedness. 

The church is located two blocks from the main street of Astoria, 
and because of its convenient location is used by many local groups. 
Trinity was an Augustana conaregation and Zion a Suomi Synod congregation. 
Trinity was a merged congregation dating back to the 1870's, the 
membership at that time being German and Swedish. They formed Trinity 
in the late 1920's. Zion's congregation was formed in 1883. 

There are two other Lutheran churches in the city, one an ALC and the 
other a Free Lutheran. Other LCA churches in the area are Immanuel 


at Knappa, with an Astoria address, and Our Savior's in Seaside, 
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
